Legislative Task Force on Trans. 
Hears Testimony on Gas Tax Raid 


The Legislative Task Force on 
Transportation, under the chair- 
manship of Senator Newbry, met 
in Portland recently to offer an 
opportunity to those who would 
divert highway revenues to mass 
transit and other general fund ac- 
tivities to speak. As anticipated 
by many, several organizations, 
including Sensible Transportation 
Options for: People (STOP), Ore- 
gon Student Public Interest Re- 
search Group (OSPIRG), Ameri- 
can Association of University Wo- 
men, and the Oregon Environ- 
mental Council, made this issue 
sound as if it was the most im- 
portant and worthy issue to face 
the citizens of Oregon. 

Jt. Council of Teamsters Presi- 
dent Joe Edgar, who also serves 
as Director 
vironmental Trade Association, 
indicated that the present trans- 
portation system is an American 
life style which citizens are de- 
pendent upon to move people and 
commodities. As a result of this 
dependency, the existing trans- 
portation system must be allowed 
to grow in order to match the 
needs of an increasing popula- 
tion. Edgar. explained that by 
1990 maintenance and construc- 
tion costs for Oregon’s highways 
will approach $13 billion. Current 
revenue projections indicate the 
revenue for the same period will 
be $5.4 billion which results in a 
$7.6 billion deficit. As a result of 
this deficit, he questioned the 
wisdom of directing highway fund 
dollars to mass transit. 

At the present time, the West- 
ern Environmental Trade Associa- 
t110n 1S conducting an economic 
impact statement for the 1-505 
corridor. The results of this study 
will be available at a later date, 
and Edgar asked for an opportun- 
ity to present the findings some- 
time in August. 

Alex Pierce stated that STOP’s 
primary objective is the develop- 
ment of a balanced transportation 
policy which would avoid an over- 
reliance on the automobile. 

Part of the program Pierce of- 
fered was “a_ constitutional

amendment modifying article IX, 
section 3 of the Constitution to 
allow gas tax to be used exclu- 
sively for the acquisition, con- 
struction, reconstruction, improve- 
ment, repair, maintenance, opera- 
tion, use and policing of systems 
and facilities for public transpor- 
tation within the State of Oregon 
including but not limited to public 
highways, roads, streets and in- 
cluding the retirement of bonds 
for payment which such revenue 
have been pledged.” 


Ed Dennis, Business Represent- 
ative of Teamster Local 81 charac- 
terized the highway system as a 
life line of the state because of 
the many union and non-union 
employees who are dependent 
upon it for their livelihood. He 
explained that any further drain 
on an already overburdened high- 
way fund would lead to increased 
user taxes and in turn to increas- 
ed tariff costs. Since motor car- 
riers are now spending consider- 
able sums to solve emission and 
noise control problems, further 
costs will adversely affect wages, 
hours and working conditions. 


Dennis explained that the 
Teamsters are not opposed to 
mass transit, but are opposed to 
funneling any highway funds to a 
specific urban area to aid in the 
solution of mass transit problems. 
In view of the serious need to 
improve the ABC highway system, 
which serves all of the people of 
Oregon, he felt that it would be 
discriminatory to direct highway 
fund dollars, which are collected 
on a statewide basis, to certain 
urban areas of the state.

Protection Gained 
For Consumers 
In Court Ruling 


WASHINGTON—The U.S. Su- 
preme Court ruled recently that 
creditors cannot seize merchan- 
dise purchased on time payments, 
when such payments are in de- 
fault, without a hearing. 


By a 4-to-3 vote, the high court 
struck down Pennsylvania and 
Florida laws which permit credit- 
ors to take the merchandise after 
payment defaults without giving 
the purchasers a chance to tell a 
court why the repossession is un- 
warranted. 


Such seizures cannot be made, 
the court said, “before creditors 
have tested their claims to the 
goods through a fair price hear- 
ing.”

The Western Health and Wel- 
fare Plan which covers’ those 
members working under the Na- 
tional Master Freight Agreement 
has been changed! 


The changes are of paramount 
importance to our members and 
the facts are that the coverage 
has been reduced across the board 
11% on medical, dental and vision 
coverage. Prescription drugs and 
medicine coverage has been eli- 
minated. Life insurance remains 
the same ($2000.00) as does the 
Accidental Death and Dismember- 
ment. The weekly time loss bene- 
fit of $50.00 remains the same. 


Now, no one likes to take a cut, 
but the high costs, and the con- 
tinuing rising costs of hospital 
and medical care (up 51.3% over 
the last three years) have serious- 
ly depleted the reserves of the 
Trust Fund. How seriously? The 
trust was lacking in funds to the 
amount of approximately $5.2 mil- 
lion to meet the requirements of 
the present level of benefits. 

In prior labor contract periods 
the Trustees had the advantage of 
using all or part of the cost of 
living increase provided under 
the contract to maintain the 
fringe benefits. This specifically 
was denied them under the last 
labor agreement — these monies, 
by the insistence of the member- 
ship, having to be paid only into 
wages. 

So the question before the 
Trustees of the Western Team- 
sters Welfare Trust Fund (the 
plan is jointly - administered by 
Employer and Union representa- 
tives) was how to maintain and 
retain the best possible coverage 
for the members and keep the 
costs of that coverage within the 
realm of possibility and competi- 
tive equity for the employer. Of 
course decisions of this magni- 
tude are not made overnight. New 
proposals, various other alterna- 
tives were submitted and discuss- 
ed by the Board of Trustees. No 
decision was reached. The Union 
and the Employer Trustees then 
submitted their alternatives to an 
impartial arbitrator. The arbitra- 
tor examined all of the evidence, 
considered each of the proposals 
made by the parties involved and 
rendered his decision which is 
final and binding. 

It may be of interest to know 
that many companies, not covered 
by Teamseter contract, pay the 
employee’s premium for medical 
coverage (no dental or vision) 
BUT the employee, if coverage 
is desired, must pay the addition- 
al premiums for his dependents. 
Even with the reductions, we 
have one of the best medical plans 
available and it uoes provide 
coverage for all dependents with- 
out additional costs to the em- 
ployee. For a full program includ- 
ing dental and vision. 

The main objective and the 
original purpose of medical cover- 
age was to provide family’s with 
protection for those major medi- 
cal expenses which would be an 
economic disaster for the average 
family. Besides the regular sched- 
ule of benefits, there is a Major 
Medical Benefit, which covers 
80% of the charges to a maximum 
amount of $25,000.00. And when 
basic requirements are met even 
covers prescription drugs and 
medicines. Detailed information 
may be obtained from the Health 
and Welfare Department of the 
Teamsters Building. 

Members covered under the 
Western Teamsters Health and 
Welfare Program also have the 
choice between two plans - Pru- 
dential Insurance Company or 
Kaiser Foundation Health Plan. 

With the Prudential plan mem- 
bers may choose their own doc- 
tors and hospitals whereas the 
requirement of the Kaiser Plan is 
that members use their facilities 
only.

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What would you think if there was no 
competition in the trucking business or to go 
even further, say no competition in the trans- 
portation industry in the State of Oregon?

Es- 
pecially when you bear in mind the fact that 
most state departments and offices move in 
their own good time whether it is convenient 
for the public or not. 

Now this may sound far-fetched at the 
moment, but think of it another way. Who 
among us would have believed five years ago 
that passengers would be moving on public 
supported buses in the Portland metropoli- 
tan area today? After all Rose City Transit 
may not have been the best means of moving 
people, but at least it was not costing the 
tax payer any money, unless he chose to pat- 
ronize the line. We are in no way belittling 
the Tri-Met organization for their service or 
lack of service, but would like to point out 
that it is taking not only fares from passen- 
gers, but also tax monies to continue opera- 
tion.

Certainly can be a chilling thought when 
you think of it in the broad sense of the 
wording. 

And then there is the question of prices. 
Without competition the state could operate 
the transportation industry as they dot the 
liquor business. Just about the highest prices 
for liquor of anywhere in the nation. 

The STOP organization is quick to say 
that it would never happen, and they are 
only interested in providing better mass 
transit for people. But realy is that enough 
assurance? We just don’t believe that it is.

Just Another Loophole?.. . 


In this area we hear much bout the oil 
depletion allowances, the Southern cotton or 
corn subsidies, the big business allowances, 
but for what must be fear of losing jobs or 
income, we hear little of another tax-eating 
monster, the timber tax subsidies! That, and 
the fact that the timber lobby is so. huge and 
so powerful, we can hardly expect any of the 
legislators from the Northwest to take up the 
challenge of trying to fight them. 

Even the late Pesident Franklin Roose- 
velt, with a congress sympathetic to most of 
his desires, could not stop the enactment of 
this bill in 1943 over his veto. He called it 
relief “not fo rthe needy but for the greedy.” 

The Joint Economic Committee, chaired 
by Sen. Wm. Proxmire, D-Wis. has released 
papers on various federal subsidy programs, 
which show this subsidy to cost the govern- 
ment—you and me—$140 million a year in 
tax revenue and serves no clear public bene- 
fit, according to this congressional study. 

The major beneficiaries of the tax sub- 
Sidy are the large integrated corporations 
rather than the small private timber owners, 
according to Emil M. Sunley Jr., an econo- 
mist with the Office of Tax Analysis, U.S. 
Treasury Department. 


“Because the large corporations are able 
to shift their profits to take advantage of the 
subsidies, they are in a position to bid timber- 
land away from small corporations,” he said. 
The recommendation is to eliminate or re- 
duce the subsidies and replace them with 
direct government expenditures if and when 
they are needed. 

Perhaps the ecologists can get on the 
bandwagon to help destroy this special inter- 
est because of the fact that it helps make it 
more economical to continue producing pa- 
per from fresh pulpwood and discourages 
the recycling of paper products, the study 
claims. 

It also seems to the writer, as he watches 
shipload after shipload of our timber being 
shipped—as logs—to Japan to be made up 
into lumber or other end products with the 
cheap labor costs of that country and then 
competing with America’s labor market in 
finished products, that our timber industries, 
who own or control such a huge portion of 
Oregon and Washington, could do a great 
deal more to help our economy by taking a 
little less profit and paying their fair share 
of the tax load for the people they are help- 
ing to unemploy. 


GF Go GG 
Labor Publications Feel Bit... 


Union publications were hit with stagger- 
ing postage increases July 6 as the first step 
of a new rate schedule went into effect fol- 
lowing approval of increases for all categor- 
ies of mail by the governors of the U.S. Post- 
al Service. 


The first step of the program adds a sur- 
charge .2 of a cent per copy on second-class, 
non-profit publications, the classification un- 
der which most union newspapers and maga- 
zines are mailed to the membership. 


The effect is to nearly double the postage 
bills of many union publications, plus those 
of churches, veterans groups and other non- 
profit institutions. 

For many publications, the new schedul- 
ed proposed by the Postal Rate Commission 
and approved by the governors could mean 
an increase in postage costs of 750 per cent 
or more over the next ten years. 

Meanwhile, the International Labor 
Press Association prepared to carry its oppo- 
sition to the sharp rate boost to Congress.

Newspapers... 
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Retired Couples Feeling 
Pressure of Inflation 


High prices continued to afflict 
those least able to cope with them 
as the government’s lower and in- 
termediate budgets’ for retired 
couples showed a 6.5 percent in- 
crease from the spring of 1970 
to autumn of last year. 


The Bureau of Labor Statistics 
reported that average budget for 
a retired couple living in a city 
ranged from $3,319 a year at the 
lowest level, to $4,776 at an inter- 
mediate level and to $7,443 at a 
higher level. 


The BLS “moderate” budget 
for a typical urban family of four 
was up only 3 percent as of last 
autumn. 


The BLS announcement of the 
retired couples’ budgets stressed 
that they “are not intended to 
represent a minimum or subsist- 
ence level of living,’ and a 
spokesman for the bureau _ indi- 
cated that the figures are a rough 
average of how much income it 
takes to live at the three levels. 


A retired couple is defined by 
the BLS as a husband, age 65 or 
over, and his wife. 


“They are self-supporting, liv- 
ing independently in their own 
home, in reasonably good health 
and able to take care of them- 
selves,” according to the BLS pro- 
file. 

“The family has for each budg- 
et level, average inventories of 
clothing, housefurnishings, major 
durables and other equipment,” 
the BLS said. 

The budgets pertain only to 
urban couples. There are no budg- 
ets available for rural families. 

The BLS said that equivalent 
budget levels varied widely 
among cities and regions with the 
lowest in small cities and in the 


South and the higher levels in the 
largest metropolitan areas. 


Food and shelter were the big- 
gest items in all budgets with 
food accounting for between 28 
and 30 percent of. the budgets. 
Housing represented about 40 
percent. of expenditures on all

Oreg. Bureau of Labor 
Conducting Survey 


The Oregon Bureau of Labor is 
offering to those wage earners 
who believe themselves to be Mid- 
dle Class Americans an opportun- 
ity to be heard on the issues of 
the day, Norman O. Nilsen, the 
State Labor Commissioner, has 
announced. 


According to Nilsen, the Bu- 
reau has, launched a landmark, 
full-scale, in-depth survey design- 
ed to extract the views of “Ore- 
gonians in the Middle.” He noted 
“This survey is extremely import- 
ant. It marks a first step for do- 
ing things that our citizens in the 
middle might want to get done.” 


The Commissioner said that re- 
sults of the survey could provide 
an important guide for new direc- 
tions in government. He cited oth- 
er studies made by the Bureau of 
Labor as being catalysts for 
change. 


The survey will be conducted 
by Dr. Eric Weiss, Director of Re- 
search for the Bureau of Labor. 
It was a study on the status of 
women in Oregon who are heads 
of households by Dr. Weiss which 
helped stimulate the development 
of important social legislation a 
few years back. 

Nilsen asked the cooperation of 
Oregonians who consider them- 
selves Middle Class Americans 
“to make this venture successful 
and constructive and to give it 
the meaning it deserves.” He said 
that persons who wish to fill out 
survey questionnaires may do so 
by writing the Research Division, 
Oregon Bureau of Labor, Room 
438, State Office Building, 1400 
S.W. Fifth Avenue, Portland, Ore- 
gon 97201. 

He also said that questionnaires 
may be obtained by telephoning 
229-5740. 

Nilsen stressed that the Oregon 
Bureau of Labor wants Middle 
Class! Americans “to speak up.” 
The Bureau cares about the wage 
earner in the middle. For the first 
time, those of our State’s citizens 
who finds themselves to be neith- 
er at the lower nor at the upper 
end of our society can state their 
case. They will get a hearing.” 

The Commissioner said the sur- 
vey comes at a time many ques- 
tions are being asked about life 
and the direction of life in the 
United States and “these are ques- 
tions that should be _ heard. 
Thoughts and feelings ought to be 
known.” 

He indicated there is a great 
deal of uncertainty at the present 
time among wage earners who are 


making enough money not to be 
classified among the disadvantag- 
ed but who are not making enough 
money to live without worrying 
about not quite making it finan- 
cially. 


The survey, he pointed out, is 
in keeping with the tradition of 
the Bureau of Labor in working 
towards social and economic jus- 
tice for all Oregonians. fg 


Nilsen eestablished that the 
questionnaires are strictly confi- 
dential. “You don’t have to sign 
one if you don’t want to,” he said.

Early Retirement 
Is Proving Popular 


More employees are retiring 
early (before 65) and more com- 
panies are encouraging this trend 
by liberalizing their benefits, ac- 
cording to a study released by 
The Conference Board. 


While early retirement has 
clearly not reached stampede pro- 
portions, increasingly liberal be- 
nefits are likely to spur early re- 
tirement during the 1970’s, es- 
pecially among employees in the 
60-64 age group. 

During the sixties, a growing 
number of companies liberalized 
their early retirement programs 
beyond the standard actuarial be- 
nefits. The study finds that 30 
per cent of the plans now have 
liberalized early retirement bene- 
fits, against 16 per cent ten years 
ago. These provisions are more 
common in plans negotiated by 
unions than in those that are not.
